After an extensive two-year search, the Faculty of Music is 
pleased to welcome renowned conductor Raffi Armenian as 
the new Director of Orchestral Activities and Music Director 


of the U of T ae and Chamber Orchestras. As one of this country’s most respected 
conductors, Maestro Armenian has long been a vital force in the Canadian music scene, 
especially in his pivotal role at the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony. The Faculty is very proud 
to have an artist of his calibre to lead the orchestral program. Please join us in welcoming 
Maestro Armenian to the Faculty and for a spectacular orchestra season. 


About the artists 


Trained in the European tradition, Raffi 
Armenian studied piano, conducting and 
composition in Vienna with Bruno 
Seidlhofer, Hans Swarwosky, Ferdinand 
Grossman and Alfred Uhl respesctively. The 
young maestro landed his first conducting 
engagements at the Atlantic Symphony in 
Nova Scotia, Canada. Choosing to become a 
Canadian citizen, Maestro Armenian 
quickly established an illustrious career here 
with numerous long-term engagements to 
his credit. Perhaps the most prominent of 
these was his position as Music Director of 
the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony, a 
position he held for 22 years. Music 
Director of the Stratford Festival, he 
established the Canadian Chamber 
Ensemble (CCE) (originally known as the 
Stratford Ensemble). Today the sixteen 
members of the CCE enjoy an international 
profile through a series of tours to South 
America, Europe, and the United States. In 
November 1994, Maestro Armenian 
accepted the position of Interim Music 
Director of the Nova Scotia Symphony 
where he not only served from the podium 
but also shared his expertise by acting as 
advisor in their search for a new permanent 
Music Director. 


While living and working in Canada, 


David W. Beach, Dean, Faculty of Music 


Maestro Armenian garnered numerous 
awards for his work. He conducted a 
television version of Menotti’s THE 
MEDIUM, which was nominated for an 
Emmy Award that season. He received a 
Juno nomination for a recording of Ravel 
and Schoenberg with one of Canada’s great 
singers, Maureen Forrester, and the 
Canadian Chamber Ensemble. In 1988, the 
CCE was awarded the Grand Prix du Disque 
from the Canadian Music Council for its 
Serenades album, which subsequently was 
nominated for a Juno Award. Repertoire 
from the Ensemble’s “Music from Berlin in 
the 1920s” was recently selected by Woody 
Allen to underscore his film “Shadows and 
Fog.” CBC Records has recently released 
the orchestra’s fourth compact disc, bringing 
the total discography with Armenian to 
twenty-four albums. 


Sought after as a guest conductor, Maestro 
Armenian has led the Belgian Radio 
Orchestra, the Enescu Philharmonic of 
Bucharest at the Ravenna International 
Music Festival, the Winnipeg Symphony, 
the Manitoba Chamber Orchestra, 
L’Orchéstre Symphonique de Québec, the 
Edmonton Symphony and the Hamilton 
Philharmonic. Maestro Armenian often 
returns to guest conduct in Kitchener- 


Waterloo, Victoria, Edmonton and Quebec. 


Maestro Armenian has a great passion for 
the human voice and has made a special 
point of working into his busy schedule 
operatic engagements at such illustrious 
companies as the Canadian Opera Company, 
Michigan Opera Theater, L’ Opéra de 
Montréal, Opera Columbus and for the 
famed Indiana University School of Music. 
While in Kitchener-Waterloo he conceived 
and conducted a series of operettas for their 
Oktoberfest. The Armenian legacy is 
secured by his highly acclaimed 
performance of Wagner’s Parsifal in which 
tenor Jon Vickers made his final public 
appearance. Most recent projects have been 
La Belle Héléne at L Opéra de Québec and 
Mozart’s Cosi fan tutte with Opera 
Hamilton. In March 2000, Maestro 
Armenian will conduct Puccini’s La rondine 
at the Faculty of Music featuring the 
outstanding students of the Faculty of 
Music’s Opera Division. 


Maestro Armenian’s involvement with opera 
runs deeper than that of most conductors. 
During 1988, while on sabbatical from the 
Kitchener- Waterloo Symphony, he started to 
compose an opera based on a novel by 
Stefan Zweig entitled Beware of Pity having 
had his Antigone—Prelude to Sophocles’ 
Play premiered in the 1987-88 season with 
the Kitchener- Waterloo Symphony. 


Prior to his appointment at the University of 
Toronto, Maestro Armenian was a Guest 
Professor of Orchestral Conducting at the 
University of Graz, Faculty of Music and 
Dramatic Arts, and served as Director of the 
Orchestra. He now makes his home in 
Montreal.

The New York Times called Canadian 
soprano Karen Wierzba “a delightful 
singer... combining a fine, clear soprano 
with an engaging manner,” for her debut 
performance at the Tanglewood Festival 
where she sang the title role Térése in 
Poulenc’s Les Mamelles de Tirésias under 
Seiji Ozawa. An honours graduate of the 
Faculty of Music’s Bachelor of Music 
Performance Program from the studio of 
Mary Morrison in 1998, Ms. Wierzba has 
performed in Santa Barbara, Tokyo, Paris, 
New York, Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver 
in the past two years. Most recently, Ms. 
Wierzba has sung the title role in Handel’s 
Rodelinda at the Music Academy of the 
West in Santa Barbara, and has completed a 
10-week contract with Opera Vancouver 
where she performed the role of Annina in 
La Traviata. Upcoming engagements 
include Bach’s Magnificat with New York’s 
Metamorphoses Orchestra and Handel’s St. 
Matthew Passion with the Amadeus Choir in 
Toronto. 


Ms. Wierzba is the recipient of several first 
place awards and scholarships. Her most 
recent ones are the Lotte Lehmann Award 
and Scholarship for study at the Music 
Academy of the West, and the Ben 
Steinberg Musical Legacy Award, Temple 
Sinai. She received a Canada Council for 
the Arts Grant for 1998-99 which enabled 
her to study with Thomas Schilling in New 
York and Mary Morrison in Toronto 
between performances. In 1998 she placed 
first in the Canadian Music Competition. 


While studying at the Faculty of Music, 
Karen earned the top recital mark in her 
class in both her third and graduating years 
and performed in many different opera 
productions where her roles included 
Therese in Der Hochzeitbraten, Sophie in 
Der Rosenkavalier and Serpetta in La Finta 
Giardiniera.
